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Attachment to Advisory Action 

1 . In the response filed on 3 1 January 2005, applicant asserts the finality of the Office action 
mailed 1 November 2004 is improper. Examiner respectfully disagrees. In the advisory action 
mailed on 30 July 2004 examiner responded to applicant's argument that: 

"According to the claimed invention, several users to be supplied with energy 
simultaneously are connected to the energy source in chronological sequence and 
monitored with regard to their power consumption, whereby the power supply is 
controlled in a targeted manner. 

"Once a specific waiting time for monitoring errors has passed, at the end of 
which the feed current, which is at a maximum value, is returned to a standard 
value, the next user is coupled to the energy source. The chronologically 
staggered coupling of the individual users to the energy source, wherein a feed 
current is limited to a maximum value, is initially applied during each individual 
connecting procedure and, following the expiration of a specific waiting time, the 
feed current is returned to a standard value. This is clearly not shown in Jouper " 
with the statement "The claims as written do not limit the invention to chronological control of 
individual users." Taken in context, examiner's statement is clearly intended to point out that 
applicant is arguing specific elements from the disclosure that are not in the claims and not a 
statement that a mere recitation of some unspecified chronological sequence further limits the 
claim. Clearly events that are not simultaneous occur in a chronological sequence. As such, the 
amendment of the claim to include the limitation "the additional users are connected to the 
energy source in chronological sequence" does not affect the scope of the claim as explained on 
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pages 4 and 5 of the Office action mailed on 1 November 2004. As such, the finality of that 
action is proper and is maintained. 

2. The proposed amendments to Claims 1 1 and 12 are not entered because the additional 
limitations involving decisions as to the activation of already-connected users based on 
individualized current requirements requires further search and/or consideration.
